The 
government cannot continue to bear 
this burden, although the NRA has 
helped considerable, and in order to 
get anywhere the administration will 
have to take the side of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and of labor 
in general, by reducing hours, in- 
creasing wages, controlling prices, in- 
creasing purchasing power and let in- 
dustry absorb the major portion of 
the unemployed. 


The biggest problem in the country 
to day is the relief problem and it is 
the most dangerous and tragic of all 
and no one seems to want to face 
this issue frankly and_ squarely.

Anyone who has followed developments should now know 
the arguments both for and against free trade, as well as those 
for and against protective tariffs or “‘tariffs for revenue only,” 
all by heart. England adopted a free trade policy and the 
United States a largely protective tariff policy, but both 
countries landed in the most dismal depression of modern times, | 
hence neither alternative provided any guarantee for con- 
tinued prosperity. 

Still there are plenty of people expounding the idea that 
foreign trade will furnish an outlet for surplus of goods pro- 
duced in our home country and these foreign trade advocates 
are continually harping on reducing wages here to a point 
that will enable American manufacturers to compete with the 
low-wage countries of Europe and even of the Orient. 


One of the most persistent groups to advocate low wages 
has been that of the international bankers and plenty of local 
bankers throughout the country. They have always claimed 
that this was the way to make it possible for Americans to 
compete with foreign countries, as if foreign trade would 
bring prosperity to America, but will it? 

Let us see, and let each man who reads this use his own 
thinking apparatus instead of being guided by what somebody 
may have said. Let us dissect this bugaboo of foreign trade 
and put it side by side with home trade, which is the only 
substitute for it. 


Now what is it that actually happens in practically all trad- 
ing done between countries having trade rdlations with one 
another. They merely exchange commodities or manufactured 
products produced in one country for merchandise produced 
in the other countries and at the end of the year the difference | 
of the totals will represent the amount that either exports or 
imports have exceeded one another. But the balance of trade 
is usually small and if our exports are larger than our imports 
one year the opposite may and actually is at times the case 
the following year, hence the main factor in all foreign trade 
is not the balance of trade but the total bulk of goods either 
sold or bought in foreign countries. 


Now, let us put our foreign trade proposition on the side of 
our home trade and see where we and the rest of the American 
people inevitably must land. Suppose we export ten billion 
dollars worth of goods to foreign countries during a year and 
import a like amount during the same period. The money 
supposed to be gained by selling abroad is not realized for 
our people as a whole for the reason that it required the total 
amount to pay for the goods imported. It is not a case of 
selling ten million dollars worth of American-made goods and 
making that much more work for American labor, for the rea- 
son that the amount of labor made possible to manufacture or 
produce the total exports is offset by fully a like amount of 
American labor being left idle, instead of being employed to 
make or produce the goods imported from abroad, hence we 
would have been not merely just as well off but a whole lot

We were very sorry to hear that 


better off, if we had produced all the goods we consumed 
wholly at home, for the reason that the additional purchasing 
power made possible would be sufficient and capable of con- 
suming an amount of goods fully equal to the total amount 
exported, Hence this thing of. swapping exports for imports 
is very much like swapping jack knives. Only when countries 
cannot produce certain commodities is it justified to import, 
but in a country like the United States, where we can pro- 
duce practically everything we need in our own country, the 
sensible thing to do is to produce everything we need our- 
selves and above all things else have American labor do all 
the work, as long as there is a single idle man looking for 
a job. 

In the United States we don’t need any foreign trade to be 
prosperous for we can produce nearly everything right here at 
home and to lower our home standards of living to be able 
to compete for such worthless and needless trade is doing 
our home people that much injury and is more like commit- 
ting commercial and political suicide than anything else. 

Is there any thing more illogical than reducing wages in 
the United States in order to be able to compete for foreign 
trade, when all such trade means is swapping exports for 


imports, while the wage reductions mean reduced purchasing 
power in our home land. 


The sooner we quit bothering our heads about foreign 
trade and knuckle right down to the task of shortening hours 
of labor sufficiently in our own land to put an end to unem- 
ployment, instead of merely talking about doing it, the surer 
will we be to make some real headway towards recovery.

Many Organizations Deny 


Regulation Will Destroy Republican Government. 


Albany, N. Y.—Striking back at 
criticism of the proposed federal 
child labor amendment, a group of 
organizations favoring the amend- 
ment filed a brief here with the 
Senate judiciary committee in a plea 
for ratification. 

Citing objections to the amend- 
ment raised recently by Elihu Root, 
Nicholas Murray Butler and William 
D. Guthrie, the brief ridiculed com- 
parisons between the proposed new 
amendment and the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 


“The eighteenth amendment at- 
tempted absolutely to prohibit the 
use of beverages which a substantial 
portion of the population felt to be 
desirable and harmless,” the brief de- 
Clares. “Of necessity there would 
spring up a huge underworld busi- 
ness whose business would be to sup- 
ply this desire. 

Small Demand for Child Labor 

Products 

“With this situation must be con- 
trasted the proposed child labor 
amendment. There is no widespread 
and insistent demand for the prod- 
ucts of child labor. Even,the oppo- 
nents of this amendment concede 
child employment to be undesirable. 
No criminal enterprise could fill this 
demand, even were it present. 

Trust Legislators 

In a discussion of the scope of 
power granted under the amendment, } 
the brief denied that the regulation 
of child labor would result in the 
destruction of a republican form of 
government. ~ 

“One who feels that legislators 
cannot be trusted with power had 
best retire from civilized society,” | 
the grief asserts.

‘Revolution? Sure, We're 
In One at the Present 
Time, Says Sec. Ickes 


The word “revolution” doesn’t 
mean a thing to Harold L. Ickes, sec- 
retary of the interior and PWA ad- 
ministrator—if it is the right kind 
of revolution. 

He declarea recentiy that the 
country passed through one last 
year—a “revolution against exploita- 
tion by the strong, with its devas- 
tating consequences to the welfare 


of the whole people.” 


His only fear is that the people 
will be misled by signs of betterment 
into the “grave error” of not going 
through with the job and making it 
impossible for “the high priests of 
the golden calf to raise up their 
fallen idol in our midst again and 
set the fashion of political worship 
for the rest of us, as they did for 
three-quarters of a century before 
1932.” 


Close to the Break 

Secretary Ickes declared he would 
like to believe that the country will 
never again countenance the ways of 
the “jungle in our economic affairs” 
—his term for “rugged individualism” 
—which he says enabled “per cent 
of the people to get control—nosily 
Or quietly—of 80 per cent of the 
wealth of the country.” 

“Rugged individualism,” Secretary 
Ickes contended, brought this coun- 
try so close to the precipice that 
those who realized the danger had 
grave doubts whether it could be 
rescued before it toppled. If “the 
Same old crowd” again gets control, 
he declared, they will finish the job 
of destruction. 

Shameless Prosperity 

“We were told that we were en- 
joying unparalleled prosperity,” Ickes 
said. “We used to brag about it. 
But we can have no prosperity while 
American women slave in sweatshops 
and American children grow up in 
squalor, and American men are prey 
to an industrial system that runs 
wild. 

“We should be 
perity like that. We shall not 
the real thing until we adopt the 
new set of political concepts which 
are now taking form after the total 
collapse of the old set and the misery 
of millions of people.”

Unemployment Insurance 


Albany, N. Y.—Two unemployment 
insurance bills went down to defeat 
in the assembly when motions to 
bring them out of rules committee 
were lost by a vote of 68 for and 
75 against. Seventy-six votes were 
needed to bring the bills out of com- 
mittee for passage. 

One of the bills, as sponsored by 
Senator Byrne, of Albany, had pre- 
viously been passed by the senate. 
It was backed by the State Federa- 
tion of Labor and was fathered in the 
|lower house by Assemblyman W. F. 
Condon, of Westchester. 

The other bill defeated was spon- 
sored by Assemblyman Steingut. In 
the upper house it was introduced by 
Senator Mastick, of Westchester, but 
has not been passed by the senate.

Revolution Is Here, 
Gov. Sweet Declares 


Former Colorado Executive Says Eco- 
nomic Revision Is Inevitable; 
Predicts Curb on Profits. 

New York.—Those

Roosevelt has dug deeper to the 
foundations of our economic struc- 
ture, and the changes he is mak- 
ing will be more permanent and far- 
reaching. 
Maldistribution of Wealth 
“If we are to understand from the 
President that there has been a mal- 
distribution of wealth and power, 
then anything undertaken to change 
this should be considered a _ revolu- 
tion, an economic revolution, a peace- 
ful revolution, a revolution under 
the constitution but none the less 
a revolution.

“We have come to the time when 
such a movement was absolutely 
necesSary because of the mechaniza- 
tion of industry. You can’t throw 
more people out of empioyment year 
after year and support them on a 
dole, and go on manufacturing more 
than people can buy, without a 
change being made. Something has 
to be done.” 

Redistribution of Income 

“If this capitalist system is to en- 
dure,” he said, “we are bound to 
have a redistribution of the national 
income and not have it flow into 
the pockets of a very small percent- 
age of the people.” 

He predicted as inevitable, if the 
present system was to survive, lim- 
itation of the surpluses accumulated 
by business, with the funds remain- 
ing after charges for depreciation and 
other proper items going into a sys- 
tem of national unemployment in- 
surance and the payment of  sub- 
Stantially higher wages. 

Liberty for All 

“The fruits of liberty and freedom 
are not for the favored few in the 
United States of America,” he said. 
“They should be for all the people. 

“The danger to the United States 
is not from the Communist, Fascist 
Or Socialist, but from the man who 
will not understand that we have 
come to the end ef an era, that we 
have come into a mechanized age 
and the old days of laissez faire are 
gone forever.” 


7 Months’ Strike Wins Wage 
Boost for Radiator Workers 


Bayonne, N. J.—The seven month's 
strike of employes of the 
Radiator company ended when the 
workers agreed to a compromise. 
They voted, 418 to 18, to accept the 
company’s

offer of a 10 per cent 
Wage increase and the promise of a 
40-hour week. 


When 1,100 workers walked out of 
the plant last October they demand- 
ed a 25 per cent wage increase. 
They were receiving 42 cents an 
hour, but declared they worked only 
a few hours a week. The company 
announced it would re-employ one 
shift of men April 30, giving em- 
ployment to about 600. The others 
strike leaders said, have found em- 
ployment elsewhere.

Some Interesting Facts 
Tell of Sesame Bread 


Recent introduction of Sesame 
bread has led to so many inquiries as 
to what it is, and why it is valuable 
for food, that Kilpatrick’s Marvel 
bakery of Oakland, originators of this 
bread have issued this statement. Se- 
Same is an annual herb of the pedal- 
ium family. Scientists are divided as 
to the origin of the plant, but it has 
certainly been cultivated for food 
from a time anedating written history. 
It was introduced from the Sunda 
Islands into India about 1,000 B. C, 
and is now widely grown in many 
tropic countries and even in those 
parts of the temperate zone where 
there is a long, warm growing season. 
Considerable sesame is grown in Cal- 
ifornia but most is imported. 

Sesame is used in several ways. 
Its seeds are ground for flour. The 
seeds are also pressed for oil, which 
is used as a foodstuff, as a cooking 
oil, as an illuminating oil and in 
cosmetics. This oil has the peculiar 
property of resisting rancidity and 
consequently has high keeping quali- 
ties. The cake left after pressing the 
seed for oil is often used for cattle 
feed. It carries high values in pro- 
teins, which are of a readily assimil- 
able character, and very high in 
mineral content, especially calcium 
and phosphorous. Among the com- 
pounds found in it is lacethin, ‘a 
phosphorous - fat - protein compound 
which is apparently of considerable 
value to the growth of children. 

Sesame bread as made by Kilpat- 
rick’s Marvel bakery is more than a 
mere ordinary bread dough with se- 
Same seed sprinkled over it, because 
it contains sesame oil as shortening. 
The food values of sesame are well 
indicated by the fact that it is the 
chief flour material of many millions 
of persons. The consumption of it in 
India is enormous. In some parts ol 
Europe health laws require that a 
heavy percentage of margarine shall 
be sesame oil on account of its high 
food value.
